WHAT TO WATCH FOR IN
THE ELECTION RETURNS

The Size of Harding's Plurality WII
Depend on the Vote in a Group

of "“Doubtful States"
CCORDING to the best forecast obtain-
able, the point te be decided at the
polls today is not the election of Senntor
Harding to the presidency but the size of
his majority.

The spokesmen of both national commit-
tees are, of colirse, insisting that their can-
didate will be elected. The Republicans
utider -other eircumstances would be insisting
on it in public even though they admitted
in private thet Senator Harding did not
have a thanee of victory. o the Demo-

doing only what their opponents would be
doing under similar circumstances, It is
part of the routine of politics. It deceives
no one save those who wish to be deceived.
The New York World printed on Sunday
the result of canvass of opinion of the Re-
publican and Democratic editors in the dif-
ferent states. These editors co-operated
with the World in s efforts to discover
just what the prospects were, and they gave
their personal estimate of the strength of
Harding and Cox in their states. The can-
vass shows that Cox is certain of the clec-
tornl vote of little more than the solid South.

1t is admitted that Senator Harding will
carry all the states which gave their electoral
vote to Judge Hughes in 1018, There is
difference of opinion about his ability to
carry some of the normally Republican states
that supported Wilson then, but not about
many of them.

Take Ohio, for example, which Wilson
carried by 00,000, The Democrats are
claiming it for Cox by from 30,000 to 75,000,
Dut the Republicans insist that Harding will
have from 50,000 to 200,000 plurslity, DBoth
Democrats snd Republicans are substantially
agreed that Me, Willis will be elected to the
Senate by the Republicans. Ohio may be
regarded as doubtful because both candidates
are Ohioans and because on different oe-
casions each has carried the state, The re-
turns should be watched carefully when they
begin to come in tonight for indications of
the way the people voted. A comparison of
the rolative strength of the two eandidates in
typical election districts will make it possi-
ble to estimate the majority for the success-
ful man long before the complete figures are
received,

‘alifornia returns will be interesting also,
for Wilson carried that state four years ago.
His plurality was small, but it was enough.
Senator Johnson gave Hughes no help, but
this year he is supporting Illarding. The
renl contest there this year is over the ro-
election to the Benate of Mr. Phelan. He
has not had the united support of the Demo-
crate, When s card was issued a few days
ago containing the I'resident’s picture and
a plea to support Wilson and the League
of Nations by voting for I’helan the sup-
porters of the sitting senator repudiated it.
Mr. Phelan did oot say a word in support of
(Cox till the last month in the campaign.

Kentueky, Missouri and Utah are really
doubtful states, The estimates for Cox in
Kentucky start as low as 2000 plurality.
If his supporters do not think he is stronger
than that, Harding has a chavee to win, The
closencsy of the state is indieated by the
expectation of the Republicans to defeat
Qenntor Beckham for ve-election. Wilson
carried the state by 28,000, but the Demo-
cratic strength has fullen off in the last four
years, :

Missouri is claimed by both parties. But
Senator Reed has bolted Cox and is oppos-
ing the election of Breckenridge Long to the
Senate. Long is a Wilson supporter, Sen-
ator Spencer ig running for re-election on
his record.” The chances favor his success.
If Spencer wins then Harding ought also
to carry the state. The Missouri returns
will be full of Interest as they come in.

And Utah, where Reed Smoot is seeking
to be returned to the Senate, is deserving of
attention tonight. The Republicans in the
state are hoping to poll a plurality of 10,-
000, but the Democrats think that Cox will
have 12,600 more votes than Harding, They
are confldent that they will defeat Smoot,
whatever the presidential result may be. The
cotrespundents of enstern pnewspapers in the
state admitted last week, however, that the
Demoerals would be victorious.

In New Hampshire, where Wilson won
by 06 votes four years ago, it is admitted
by boih Republicans and Democrats that
Harding's plurality today will be from 5000
to 12,000 ‘The re-election of Henator
Moses, however, is in doubt. If Hardinog
pulls 12,000 votes more than Cox the re-
election of Moses is likely.

In Towa the fate of Benator Cummins is
dependent on similar conditions. He ig likely
to run behind Harding, whose plurality is
put at anywhere from 50,000 to 160,000,
1f it reaches the latter figure or anythiog
like it Cummins will pull through. ‘There
is no uncertainty in Wisconsin or Illinois
over the Republican presidential ticket. Wis-
consin is bitterly opposed to Wilson and his
plans for the League of Nations, There is
no  Democratic state organization there
worthy of the name, The fight is between
the La Follette and the anti-La Follette
wings of the Republicans, Benator Len-
root, running for re-election, is opposed by
Mr. Thompson, a La Follette follower, and
by Dr. Reinsch, former minister to China,
a Demoerat. Even with the Republican
strength divided betweeu two candidates, no
one expects Dr, Reinsch to be elected. The
success of Thompson will strengthen La Fol-
lette in the state and In the Senate. The
Wisconsin result will be interesting for its
disclosure of the extent to which La Fol-
lette radicalisio has spread in the state of jts

origin.

While INlinois is regarded as safely Re.
publican, there iy uncertalnty over the elec-
tion of a Republican governor. Tha Re-
pubkican candTnIlta i n creatare of Mayor
Thompson, of Chicago, and is opposed by the
Chicago Tribune and other powerful in-
fuences whieh would rather have Jim Ham
Lewis, the Democratic candidate, elected
than to have the power of Mayor Thompson
extended from Chicago to the state capital,
Jl As iu Town, the senatorial fght in Indlans

test. THarding is likely to get n safe plur-
ality. If he polls a very large vote lLe
will carry Henator Watson through with
him. Watson, however, by his course in
the Chicago convention, offended many Tn-
diana Republicans who wished General Wood
to be nominated, and Thomnas Taggart, with
his powerful Democratic machine, has been
dolng Lis best to keep this bad feeling alive,
s0 that it may increase his own strength in
the senatorial fight. The wsuccess of Leon-
root, Cumming and Watson seems to be de-
pendént on the ability of Harding to pull
them through. If there is to be a Repub-
lican landslide today they are certain of
election.

The Democrats have been making a hard
fight on Senator Wadsworth in New York,
but they started wrong by nominating a
weak candidate in the person of Lieutenant
Governor Walker. Wadsworth will lose the
votes of some Mepublican suffragists, but the
political observers say that this loss will be
more than compensated for by the Demo-
cratic votes which will be polled for him
by electors who object to Walker.

In Conneceut the contest is over the re-
turn of Senator Prandegee. He is oppbsed
by a League of Nations Democrat, but the
regular Republiean strength is with him as
the organization eandidate. His party, which
indorsed the league in its convention, re~
nominated him because of its liking for his
abilities and for his loyalty to the interests
of the state. While hix election eould not be
interpreted as an indorsement of his irre-
concilable attitude on the league, his defeat
would be a condemnation of it, The fight
on him does not endanger Harding's pros-
pects, for Harding is likely to have a wsafe
plurality.

opponents.  Your routine eriminal faces a
known risk. Slandereras who work from a
safe ambush do greater damage and run no
risk at all,

Mr, Harding and the men who have had
charge of his campaign Lhad no means of
dealing with the paid liars who functioned
with extrnordinary energy during the clos-
ing weeks of the fight. Vile slanders, nimed
at a man'y forebears, can not be debated in
public even to prove the cruel falsity of n
manufactured lie. Lincoln was dead and the
world at large was breathless with a sudden
sense of his immeasurable greatness and the
bitterest among those who had been his ene-
mies were overwhelmed and humbled and
rorrowful when wolves in an opposing fac-
tion started rumors quite as groundless and
even more base than those that have been
circulated as anti-Republican propaganda in
the last few weeks, Truth does not easily
overtake a lie. Generations of testimony
and reseateh revealed the monstrous fojus-
tice of the libel for which jgnorant and brutal
antagonists of Lincoln's party were re-
sponsible, Yet even now that ancient false-
hood shows its face for a moment in the
current of historical discussion,  Right-
minded people who hope for government by
generous and enlightened opinion and for an
ultimate vietory of reason over rant in
American affairs have been sickened by much
that they have had to listen to sinee the
campaign for the presidency began to take
form.

Mr., Wilson has not been spared, Atro-
cious slanders cirenlated by whispers or by
guirded innuendo have been nimed at the
White House and at a man who served his
country till he fell under the weight of un-
exampled burdens. Few Presidents escapad
the attacks of malignant bigots who lurk
always in the background of every party
beyond the control of responsible managers
and leaders, The lunatic {ringe that Roose-
velt spoke nbout has had to be reckoned with
in every campaign, Newspapers koow this.
Yet many of them went to extraordinary
paing to make it appear that the incredibly
bad taste of Colonel George Harvey, revenled
iv a cartoon that outraged decent sentiment
everywhere in the United States, proved
Senator Harding and his associates to be
somehow irreligious, cynical aund con-
temptuous of the cherished beliefs and tra-
ditions of Clfristian people. Colonel Harvey
has ever been an embarrassment to his po-
litical friends. e must vent his hatreds or
perish, Why a candidate who'has nothing
in common with him should be pilloried for
one of his characteristic performances is
more than fair-minded men can understand.

The Republican partisang are by no means
free from blame. Often enough they have
offended as shamefully as their opponents.

Here was an insult to the mind of the
country and gross misrepresentation of a
vast class of Americans who have proved in
every emergency, in peace and in war, that
their religious convictions have never colored
their political beliefs or dimivished by a
shadow their loyalty to the ideals and prin-
ciples on which our government rests.
worst of it is that such efforts to divide
America, to create hatreds and suspicions
out of the thin air can, like the lics circu-
lated to wreck the reputations of individual
candidates, be traced,to the cheaper and
meaner jobsters who would go to any end
in the hunt for offices for themselyes or
their friends,

The dificulty of dealing with scoundrels
of this sort is apparent, Until they are
hustled out into the daylight and branded
aod finally ignored by the great and fair-
minded public many able men will shrink
from politics and succossive Presidents wil
have reason to kuow what Washington feit
when he sald that he would rather be in his
grave than endure further the vilification
of consclenceless enemies,

The federal aect further stipulates that

There is going to be a fight in the Legis-
lature on this subject, Our lawmakers wil
undoubledlg object to the plan of the state
adopting the federal bill and turning over
its functions to the Washington authorities.

I8 a pretty well-known fact, though

not usually discussed outside the medical

profession, that bodies of unclaimed pauper

dead in this state are used for dissecting
purposes in the medical colleges.

Prior to last year the law provided that
these bodies should go to the State Ana-
tomical Board, which saw to their distribu-
tion as described., But this gruesome ar-
rangement was knocked in the head by the
Legislature of 1019,

As a result there is a dearth of cadavers
in every medical college in the state, The
shortage has become o acute that it is im-
possible to supply the demand, Some insti-
tutions, it is understood, have been com-
pelled practically to abandon the gentle art
of Qgeection in their medical departments,

What with the anti-vivisectionists keeping
an engle eye on anatomists, and legitimate
subjects for the dissecting knife nowhere in
sight, physicians and surgeons in embryo
are most emphatically “‘up ngainst it."’

MRS. E. E. MELICK
On the Future of Women in Politics

OMEN of today are looking forward.

The troubles and probilems of obtaining
cqual suffrage are forgotten. They have the
vote. They are looking into the future,
studying the brondest and best uses of their
new priviloges,

Surh- is the belief of Mrs, Eilmer K,
Meliek, prominent society and club woman
of !'hllm‘clnhin. who led the flying squadron
of the Republican women's committee on ite
successful campaigy tour of the state these
last two weeks,

“The duty of women today is to enter
local politics,’” she said, in an interview at
the Crozer Duilding, where the Republican
women have their headguarters.  ““They
should take part wherever they ean, accept
office whepever asked.  They should not hes-
jtate. Tt Wil not be especinlly pleasant at
first, but no woman ean afford to shirk her
duty. She has the vote and she must secept
the duties that go with it.  We are nowhere
ready for big politics ns yet, We mrist liave
wehooling in local polities first,  We must
work shoulder to shoulder with the men,
learn from them and help them.

Women Well Organized
“The Republican women of Penusylvania

are splendidly organized, and the organiza-'

tion is going to stand. Tts purpose will be
to ingtruet its members in the policies of the
Republican party—in the mechanism and
personnel of Republicanism,

“We women are going to wateh everlast-
ingly the men who are elected to see that
they earry out their promises., We want teo
know if they make good. Another time we
shall have part in the primaries and shall be
better fitted to speak concerning men nomi-

“1 am so thrilled, so interested in our new
opportunities. I should lke to wee every
woman enthused to the highest piteh and
happily working for the best interosts of
Ler community. Why, we nre merely be-
ginning our work with this election. Voting
today simply starts ouv ball rolling.

As an example of how the women of the
state rogard politics and suffeage, Mres,
Melick told some of the experiences during
the flying squadron's tour. "‘At Gettys-
burg,'’ she sald, *‘the meeting was scheduled
for 2:30 o'clock.
